Arnold declined to state where he was 
stopping in St. Louis. 

When the charge for the bonds, $1 each, 
was announced, Arnold gave a crisp $20 
bill in payment. 

The indictments charge embezzlement as 
ballee, the same as that returned aghinst 
John J. Ryan of the company bearing his 
name, which was dismissed last week. Ar- 
nold’s appearance has been expected since 
the charges against Ryan failed.

THREE WERE SHOT AND 
FOURTEEN WERE DROWNED 


Majority of Drownings Were Acci- 
dents, Occurring While Persons 
Were Going About Streets, 

None Being Taken Un- 
awares. 


The latest estimates show that the flood 
directly or indirectly caused the death of 
17 persons in East St, Louls.

An autopsy shows that Dr. Luther RK, 
Imboden of 4956 Garfield avenue, whose es- 
tate, valued at $500,000, has been admitted 
to probate, died of fatty degeneration of 
the heart. 

@r. J. G. Parrish, Jr., of Finney and Tay- 
lor avenues. and Dr. Adams of Wagoner 
place, who attended Dr. Imboden in his 
last moments, say that death was superin- 
duced by a ride on a scenic railway at one 
of the summer gardens a few hours before. 

Miss Imboden, who is the sole legatee of 
her father’s large fortune, believes that 
had her father not taken the ride on the 
miniature railroad he would now be alive. 

“Father proposed to take us oyt to Del- 
mar garden,”’ said Miss Imboden. ‘My 
aunt, Mrs. Means, and two daughters, 
Maude and Stella, of Springfield, Mo., were 
visiting us. -One.of the girls was to be 
maid of honor at my marriage to Dr. Par- 
rish, which was set for June 24. 

“Papa was in very good spirits. I did 
not care to go, and finally he took Stella. 

“They had a jolly time. Papa took her 
to several sideshows and they had a ride on 
the scenic railway before returning home. 


‘They reached the house about 10 
o’clock and papa retired. About 11 o'clock 
heard a noise and went into hig room, 
fearing that he might be in a nightmare. 


Ride Affected 

His Heart. 

“His condition was such that I ran 
and summoned Dr. Adams and when he 
said there was little hope I telephoned 
for Dr. Parrish.

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IN MILK WHICH GETS TOO. WARM 
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Proper Household Care of the Childhood Staple Is as Im- 


portant xs the Conditions 


at the Dairy From Which 


It Ils Obtained. 


“Milk, germ fii:¢c¢ au. te vented, is un- 
Questionably the -ause of the epidemic of 
summer complaint thut carries off so many 
infants every year,” said Dr. Harry D. 
Wicks. professor of :hildren’s diseases in 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
when asked the cause of the annual out- 
break of this disease. 

‘This is not always the fault of the 
dairymen, many of whom are conscientious- 
ly trying to put on the market pure milk, 
but it is usually due to the ignorance of 
mothers as to the preparation of infants’ 


even in 
will be 


“Not only in the tenements, but 
the homes of the rich mothers 
found who do not know how to prepare 
milk for their children and who do not 
know the meuning of the word ‘sanitary.’ 

“Now that all dairies inside the city lim- 
its are inspected by the city chemist's 
foree, there are few dealers whose milk is 
below the. standard in regard to composi- 
tion or freedom from germs. After the 
milk is delivered to the dealer or even to 
the user the trouble begins. The milk is 
fllowed* to get warm and the germs of 
fermentation multiply so rapidly that the 
milk is soon unfit for use. 

“This fermentation of the milk continues 
after it has reached the stomach and an 
inflammation of that organ or the intes- 
tines is set up. This renders the infant 
@useceptible to infection by the germs of 
Other diseases contained in the milk, and 
unless prompt treatment is given the child 
@uccumbs to the disease. 

“In the summer the vitality of children 
fn the tenement districts is very low. The 
¢rowded quarters and badly ventilated 
Fooms soon reduce the power of the chi!d 
to resist disease of any kind!and the in- 
fammation caused by the milk usually 
terminates fatally. 


Poor Should 
Be Instructed. 


“4 great saving of life might be effected 
if instruction was given the poor as to the 


finest mediums for the development of bac- 
teria and this development once started 
can only be stopped by boiling. 

“Boiled or sterilized m'Ik cannot be used 
alone for the feeding of infants as steril- 
ized milk lacks some properties of the nat- 
ural product. 

“Sterilized milk is np longer sold to any 
extent in America and when it is used 
there is a apecial reason for it. The great- 
est objection to boiled milk is its deficlency 
in qualities possessed by the product as it 
comes from the cow. Some go so far as to 
say that boiled milk {s not milk at all. 

“The same objection obtains in the case 
of prepared food. 

“Milk should be kept at a temperature 
below 50 degrees Farenheit until it is used. 
Absolute cleanliness of the vessels contain- 
ing it is essential and whenever possible it 
should be bought in glass bottles which 
have been sealed at the dairy. Sterilized 
milk may be objectionable but drty milk is 
a positive menace to life. 

“In eastern cities a great improvement 
has been brought about by private milk 


commissions. These are associations of pub- 
lic-spirited men, generally physicians, 
whose names carry weight, and who certi- 
fy that milk from certain dairies is as 
nearly pure as scientific dairy management 
can make it. The rules of these commis- 
sions are much more strict than laws or 
ordinances and the milk dealers them- 
selves pay for the inspection and analysis 
of the milk. Those who conform to the 
rules of the commission are given the right 
to use a label on their bottles, stating 
thet their product is approved by the 
commission. 


Dealers Charge 

a Little More. 
“Slightly increased prices, from one to 
three cents a quart, enable the dealer to 
pay the assessment. The canfidence in- 
stilled into the public by the label of the 


commission is so great that one dealer 
after another is compelled to come into 
the association or lose business. 

“So stringent are the rules of the pri- 
vete commissions that it sometimes takes 
a dairyman months to get his stable’ and 
farm into the required condition Besides 
the cleanliness of the premises, perfect 
Cleanliness of every dairy employe is ob- 
tained. 

‘Members of the commission serve with- 
out pay, although the inspectors are paid 
better wages than are given for similar 
work for the municipality. 
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“All vessels in which milk is’ kept must 
be scrupgiguely cleaned with soap and hot 
water. This should not be left to servants 
without oversight, but the houswife herself 
should see that it is properly do 

“Given pure milk as it 
dairy, the most important points for keep- 
ing it pure are a temperature below 50 de- 

ees, clean utensils and ogg against 
nfection by sealed bottles. When these 
precautions are strictly observed there will 
result a marked drop in the death rate 
among infants.”’

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This Week’s General Election of Most Important Test 
of Public Sentiment Since the War of 1871—The 
Growth of the Social Democratic Party. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—The overshad- 
owing issue in the German gereral elec- 
tions was not agrarianism or the tariff, or 
war and nayal expenditures, though all of 
these entered into consideration, but the 
question whether Germany shall be con- 
Servative or socialistic. 

It is a bitter fight. The Conservative 
Social Democrats as 
“Die Umsturzpartel,” the party of subver- 
sion. Although the Socialists had in 18% 
polled 1,786,000 votes, the Emperor, speaking 
at the Sedan banquet in 1895, did not hesi- 
tate to say of that vast army of men that 
they were “a band of fellows not worthy 
to bear the name of Germans.” 

Again, after the death of Herr Krupp 
the Emperor made it evident that he re 
garded the Social Democrats as unworthy 
malcontents; and so recently as the great 
Frankfort saemgerfest a week ago his 
Presence was taken to mean in part an 
electioneering effort for the benefit of the 
Conservative factions. 

A great increase in the Social Democratc 
vote will, therefore, be taken as a personal 
affront by the Emperor, and by the peo- 
ple at large as a sign of “want of confi- 
dence’’ in the ‘‘militaristic’’ regime. 

The Social Democratic party has within 
the present generation, against “Hany 
drawbacks and endless persecutions, be- 
come the most powerful single poiltical 


organization in Germany. Yet whereas 
in France the Socialists are practically 
in controk sobered by responsibi®y to a 


/reasonably work.ng liberal.sm, in Germany 


they are still regarded by their opponents 
as political outcasts and are correspond- 
ingly more embittered. 

in 1874 Bismarck’s famous repregssive 
laws were passed. They were followed 
by the suppression of over a hundred 
periodicals, by 500 convictions for ‘“‘Ma- 
jestaetsbeleidigung’’ in a single month, by 
an unprovoked assault of soldiers and 
pelice upen a Socialisiic funeral, when 
thirty or forty mem were wounded, and 
by the repeated imprisonment of Socia- 
listic leaders.

BIRCH TREB, Mo., June 19.—George 
Johnson is under arrest at Eminence on 
the charge of murdering Della ‘Iohnson, 
nis 8-year-old cousin, at his home in 
Winona last Saturday night. 

The arrest startled the community, as it 
was the first intimation that Johnson was 
suspected in connection with the crime. 

The child, whose parents live here, was 
visiting Johnson at the time. On the night 
of the tragedy, Mrs. Johnson had gone to 
a lodge meeting. 

During her visit, the child slept at the 
fvot of the bed occupied by Johnson and 
wife and she retired early last Saturday. 

About 9 o’clock, Johnson also went to 
bed. Mrs. Johnson had not yet returned 
from the lodge. 

Between 10 and 11 o’clock, Johnson says, 
he was aroused by a noise in the room. 
Thinking his wife had returned, he said: 

“You have made it back, Ella?’ 

There was no reply, but the next instant 
he was jerked from the bed. 

Still thinking his wife was there, 
warned her not to try to fool him. 
He had scarcely spoken again, when, he 
says, he touched the intruder and dis- 
covered that the person was 2a man. 

He grappled with him, he avers, and, in 
the struggle, was cut in several places, 
with what, he doesn’t know. 

In support of this, he showed wounds 
on his face and one over his heart, each 
about three inches long and from an eighth 
to a quarter of an inch in depth, 


Struggled With 


the Intruder. 
He says he struggled with the intruder 
until the door was reached, when the mur- 


derer disappeared. 

That he called for help is shown by Mrs. 
Blancke Chilton, Johnson's sister-in-law, 
who was visiting the family and who was 
in the garden at the time. She says she 
ran into the front vard immediately, but 
did not see the murderer. 

A neighbor, who answered the call for 
help, then assisted Johnson in searching 
the house. Johnson says he did not know 
the child had been killed until her dead 
body, with the head nearly severed, was 
found on this search. On the floor was an 
ax, with which the child had been killed. 

The theory of the officials is that John- 
son's story was trumped up to defend 
himself and that he asgaulted the chiia 
and then murdered her to avoid exposure. 
The wounds he exhibits, they charge, were 
inflicted by himself. 

Mrs. Chilton, who occupied a room ad- 
joining Johnsons, but who confessed to 
the coroner that she was in 
at the rear of the house talking to Chas. 
Nesbitt at the time Johnson began to 
call for help, says she heard the child 
crying about % minutes before she heard 
Johnson's voice.

in His Favor. 

Nesbitt says he also heard a child cry- 
ing, but supposed it was Mrs. Chilton’s 
little boy, whom she had left In bed, 

Most of the persons here do not believe 
Johnson had anything to do with the 
crime. They say his story is straight and 
that he has always had a good reputa- 


tion. 

His actions since the arrest have also 
convinced many that he is unjustly ac- 
cused. 

His heart is broken and he weeps con- 
stantly in his cell. 

It is said that doctors who examined 
the child after the murder declare that 
the only evidence of violence they found 
on her was the one wound in her neck 
that caused her death. 

One of the strongest supporters of the 
prisoners is his cousin, the child's father, 
yng says he is certain Johnson did not kil! 

ella. 

He believes his daughter was the victim 
of a mistake. 

“Mrs. Chilton has a number of bitter 
enemies, and I believe the blow was in- 
tended for her.” he says. 

There is reason to believe that an effort 
at lynching will be made if the real mur- 
derer is found, for indignation runs high, 
both at Winona and Birch Tree.

String of Thirteen Racers 
Impaired for Track Work 
by Accident. 


John I. Dodge, a racehorse trainer of 
Dallas, Tex., was killed and a dozen per- 
sons and 13 racehorses were injured in a 
rear-end collision between Illinois Central 
and Big Four passenger trains on the east 
approach to the Eads bridge late Thurs- 
day night. 

The wreck blocked the bridge track for 
several hours, and eastbound trains, due 
to leave the station after 10:25, were held. 


Engineer A. L. Abbey and Fireman H. 
Barnes manned the Terminal] switch engine 
that pulled the Illinois Central train across 
the bridge from Union Station. They were 
closely followed by the Big Four train, 
pulled by Engineer Dan Flynn and Fire- 
man William Vandeventer. 

The first train was compelled to atop be- 
cause the truck was not open, and the flag- 
man failed to get far enough back to flag 
the poreaee a Four train. 

Dodge, with . O. Foote, his employer, 
Was in the rear car of the Illinole Central 
train in whioh the 13 horses were in stalls. 
The horses were being taken to Pekin, Ill., 
to be entered in the northern race circuit. 
F. R. Cochran, owner of seven of the 
horses, says they are ruined for racing pur- 
poses.

PRINCETON, N. J., June 19.—The Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Galveston-Dal- 
las News sends the following dispatch to 


his paper from here: 
The man who knows more about the de- 
sires and ambitions of Grover Cleveland 


than anybody else in this world utterly 
repudiates the suggestion that the “Sage of 
Princeton” is trimming his sails for an- 
other experience in the presidency. That 
man is Grover Cleveland himself. 

“It is perfectly abaeurd,”’ he said to the 
correspondent, ‘‘to suppose for an instant 
that I have any desire to re-enter public 
life. Nor have I remotely entertained the 
thought since I left Washingtor# over six 
years ago. 

‘"‘The matter is as far from my thought 
as it was in 1896 when, all must admit, it 
was not within my hearing or sight. 

“T have no higher aspiration than to pass 
-my days in peace with my family around 
me and take no part in politics which any 
private citizen cannot take with utmost 
propriety.” 7 

As to the movement inaugurated by the 
Brooklyn Hagie, Mr. Cleveland said: 

“I have never spoken to anybody on the 
subject of a fourth candidacy. I have never 
written to a single political friend one way 
or the other, nor have I been written to or 
spoken to by them. 

_ “There is not a political leader of any 
prominence endeavoring to advance any 
movement to nominate me f{n any etate so 
far as I have been advised, nor do I an- 
ticlpate that any such effort will be made 


by any leader, prominent or obscure, in b 


any locality in the country. 


Only Wants to Serve 
As a Private. 


“In this respect the situation fe more 
than pleasing. In earnestly desiring the

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Under an opin- 
ion given to Secretary Moody by Attorney- 


Richmond, if necessary, to prevent tne 
state courts from interfering with the 
launching and removal of the cruiser Gal- 
veston, and, if this is not sufficient, a gun- 
boat will be sent up the James river loaded 
with marines and her decks cleared for 
action.

THE CHARTER AMENDMENT ELECTION. 

The election next Tuesday, June 23, is in pursuance of an 
ordinance approved April 2, 1903, appointing the submission 
of a charter amendment to the people for adoption or re- 
jection. 

This amendment authorizes the city to issue bonds within 
the limits prescribed by the state constitution, when such in- 
crease of debt is assented to by two-thirds of the voters. 

The increase of the debt shall be for one or more of the 
following specific objects: the completion of the new City Hall, 
the extension and improvement of the waterworks, of public 
sewers, fire-departnient, bridges and viaducts, hospitals, insane 
asylum, poor house and house of refugtb, court house, jails 
and workhouse, parks and squares, and for the construction 
or reconstruction of any other public building or permanent 
improvement. 

It must be kept in mind that the adoption of this amend- 
ment adds not a dollar to the indebtedness of the city. It 
merely authorizes the Mayor and Assembly to submit by ord)- 
nance the question of the increase to the voters, The ques- 
tion of actual increase must be decided at a subsequent elec- 
tion if the Assembly passes an ordinance ordering such an 
election and the Mayor approves. , 

The amendment is supported by practical considerations 
of great force. It unties the people’s hands and authorizes 
them, when two-thirds desire, to go into debt when the need 
arises. It enables the voters to meet emergencies as they ap- 
pear, instead of sitting helpless for years, as they have done, 
for instance during the years since the City Hospital was de 
atroyed. 

Remember, the amendment does not authorize a bond issue. 
It only authorizes the people to assent to such issue at a 
subsequent election. And it will require a two-thirds vote to 
make it effective. The safeguards are ample. 

When the question of actually issuing the bonds is presented 
the people can determine the trustworthiness of the adminis- 
tration and the necessity for their issue in view of the policy 
pursued in the granting of public franchises and the handling 
of the public revenue. This question is not involved in the 


approaching election.

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country have been everywhere developed to an extent which 
enables each section to contribute ,ite- share to the genera] 
furd of wealth. And, naturally, the distribution of capital, 
fixed and fluid, is more even. 

But this is not to say that there is any such thing as actual 
independence. As society become more highly organized the 
interdependence of the parts becomes more complete, so that 
a severe injury to one is always followed by a sickness of 
the whole body. This is especially true of the economic body, 
Which is sensitive everywhere to disturbances anywhere. 

Independence of elass, section and nation can be established 
and maintained only by maintaining interdependence. Each 
has something for all, all something for each. Recognize this 
fact, remove obstructions to the free circulation of commodi- 
tles, currency and ideas, and you create a condition in which 


each will thrive and all prosper. 
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The Republic assumes that when the Post-Digpatch said Mr. 
Francis was a potent factor in the rejection of Mr. Ramsay’s 
belt line plan for interurban World’s Fair traffic that it meant 
that the Louisiana Exposition Co. “set aside” the plan. It then 
indignantly denies the truth of ite own assumption. But the 
Post-Dispatch did not mean that the Louisiana Exposition Co. 
“set aside” the plan; it meant exactly what it said. Moreover, 
the Republic tries to confuse the public mind by saying that 
while in a “literal sense” the Post-Dispatch’s statement that 
the proposed terminal loop cannot be a part of a World’s Fair 
belt line for traffic between the city and the grounds it will 
aid in carrying out the project for such a line. The Republic 
is at last forced to admit the truth and to puncture the mis- 
leading argument of the advocates of the free gift of the ter- 
minal loop franchise and a part of the levee, that this loop was 
necessary to the perfecting of a belt line to carry the World’s 
Fair crowds between the city and the grounds. The truth 
about the terminal franchise bill is coming out and it dis- 
closes a huge job to force through a lot of valuable franchises 
for the terminal railroad combine at the eleventh hour in the 
name of the World’s Fair. 


MORGAN ON THE TERMINAL MONOPOLY 
Mr. J. P. Morgan’s circular announcing the issue of $18,- 
000,000 terminal bonds is an interesting commentary upon 
current demands and pleas of the association. 

First the guarantee is described: It is in the form of a 
guarantee agreement among the fourteen railroads composing 
the Terminal Association. , 

“These companies, in that agreement, also bind them- 
selves to use forever the property of the Terminal Associa~ 
tion for all traffic under their control to, from, through 


or crossing the Mississippi river at St.’ Louis.” 
If the agreement is legal the Terminal Association has an 


absolute monopoly of all traffic entering, leaving and passing 
through St. Louis. Mr. Morgan knew that the statement of 
guarantee would make the investor's mouth water. 

Again he informs prospective purchasers that by this agree- 


ment: 
‘The tolls shall be sufficient to enable the association to 


meet all fixed charges, sinking fund, operating, mainte- 


nance, renewal expenses, etc.” 
In other words the rates are arbitrarily fixed with strict 


reference to what the traffic will bear, and as the association 
is an absolute monopoly the traffic will bear anything short 
of annihilation. : 

Again, the association 

“Controls practically the only available entrance to St. 
Louis and its property could not be duplicated for twice

This will make the investor’s mouth water again, but it 


puts the local officers of the association in a sorry 
plight. They have been begging for favors from the 
city and pleading poverty. The property, they have 
said, ism’t really worth very much and doesn’t pay. But 
here comes Mr. Morgan and savs the value of it is enormous. 
And moreover he dwells with evident satisfaction upon the fact 
that the association controls the only entrance to the city. 
That alone is a property of enormous value, isn’t it? If the 
commerce of the city must pay toll to the association sitting 
at the gate, and the toll is what the association chooses to 
make it, the property is of considerable value, indeed. The 
mouth waters again. 

‘But what a spectacle is thus presented. The officers of the 
association in St. Louis pleading dire poverty as ground for 
municipal favors. The banker of the association in New York 
proclaiming enormous wealth as an inducement to investors to 
pay good prices for the bonds. 

We are told in St. Louis that the property is scanty and un- 
profitable. We are told in New York that it couldn’t be 
duplicated for twice the bonded debt. In St. Louis poor, help- 
less, forlorn, In New York rich, powerful, secure. 

The contradiction is suggestive of reflection not exactly 
complimentary to the franchise seekers.

for in that case the ribbons would sepa- 
rate and the rings fall to the ground. To 
avoid this accident and terminate your 
trick successfully you must beg the hold- 
ers of the ribbons to aproach each other,

Bull speculation and sentiment was the 
whole thing in wheat until the Modern Mil- 
ler pricked the bubble. Nothing but ruined 
crops went, the crop killers getting in 
their deadly work even on the spring 
wheat crop, though the Northwest kept 
asserting their crop was in excellent con- 
dition.

Reports of disappointing yields are coming 
from some sections, but these so far are 
principally confined to southeastern Mis- 
sour! a southern Illinois and Indiana, 
where crop conditions have been poorest, 
The improving corditions that have -re- 
cently been noted in the Southwest have 
brought forth a much better yield or pros- 
pects than were indicated some time ago. 

Sack houses, who furnish empty sacks to 
their shippers along the lower river, report 
that there has been very little call for 
sacks so far, some of them none at all. 
One of the largest of these houses that 
owns 250,000 sacks, says they have sent 
only about 6000 so far. This is not alone 
due to the drowned-out crops in the bot- 
tom lands, but to the poor yield on the 
high lands.

Charles Nugent Suggests 
Changes for Benefit of 
Foreign Guests to 
Fair, 


Mr. and Mrs. Charlies W. Nugent of 401 
North Taylor avenue returned Thursday 
morning from a several weeks’ visit in 
Europe. Mr. and Mrs. Nugent departed 
from St. Louls May 9, and sa‘led for Eu- 
rope from New York on the Kronprinz. 
Their voyage to Plymouth, England, was 
made in five days and 23 hours. 

While away they visited London, Berlin, 
Paris and other European cities. 

Tuesday morning Mr. Dan C. Nugent re 
ceived a wireless telegram announcing 
the home-coming of the European travel- 
ers. 

The message was sent 100 miles off Nan- 
tucket, from the steamer Kaiser Wilhelm 
II, upon which the homeward trip was 
nade. 

The message was sent at 4 o’clock Tues- 
day morning from the steamer and was 
received in St. Louis at 10 é’clock the same 
morning. Mr. Dan C. Nugent sent a mes~- 
sage to his brother Monday night. It was 
telegraphed to Nantucket. It reached there 
about the same time that Mr. Charles 


_Nugent’s message reached St. Louls. 


| Method of 


Wireless Telegraphy. 

Mr. Nugent was much impressed with 
the work of the telegraph instruments. He 
Was present in the telegraph room when 
Nantucket station began signalling the 
steamer, and says of the receipt of the 
message and of his trip: 

“The room was quite still, when sudden 
ly the instruments began to work. Tne 
operator Hstened and found that he was 
being-called by Nantucket. He responded, 
and the first words that came were, ‘Nan- 
tucket, Nantucket,’ repeated a number of 
times. When each hed hailed the other 
by means of their instruments, they be- 
gan to transmit messages.” 

“I am proud of my first wireless mes- 
sage and mean to frame it. Such things 
show the progress of the times. 

‘‘Erom the time I left until I returned I 
had one jolly good time. The passengers 
on board were always in good humor and 
the captains of both vessels were splendid. 

“John W. Gates was on board when we 
returned. He's a good fellow. We hat 
great times making wagers on the time the 
ship would make. Each evening about 9:30 
we would make guesses as to the umoypnt 
of space she would cover from noon until 
nooh. The average distances were between 
543 and 549 miles a day. 

‘Kach man that made a guess paid an 
entry fee of 5 pounds. This money was 
for the Widows and Orphans’ fund of the 
North American Lloyd line. After our 
guesses were made an auction was held and 
our guesses sold. 

“Sometimes they brought as much as 2 
pounds. The man who sold his guess had 
no right to it unless it won. 


John W. Gates 
Heavy Winner. 


“Then he was paid its price. The man 
who held the right number received the 


pool made by the prices paid for the other 
numbers. 

“I understand that John W. Gates won 
once when the poo! amounted to $500. I Won 
eens times, but the pool was not so 
arge. 

“We never know how things were com- 
ing out until the next dav at 12 o'clock. 
Between times, side bets were made. Even 
the women did some betting. 

‘I brought home with me twenty dozen 
chicken eggs—Minorca and blue Plymouth 
Rock, also a few dozen Rouen duck eggs. 
I carried them as hand baggage all the 
way. I intended to send them out to my 
country place. I have only one dread. 
How on earth will my American hens make 
those poor little foreign chickens under- 
stand their ‘cluck?’ 

‘Talking of hand-baggage, I never car- 
ried anything but my umbrella from the 
time I left New York until I returned. 
They have a better system on board the 
trains in Europe than we have. 

“At each station are a number of port- 
ers. They are at hand when your com- 
partment is opened. They give vou a 
check and take yvour baggage. Outside of 
the station door the carriages are standing 
in line, in order of their arrival. There its 
no solicitation, no screaming of any kind, 


Hackmen Are 

Not Solicitors. 

“A depot guard takes checks from the 
hackmen as they come up and files them 


in order. When the train arrives he re- 
verses his file and assigns the first pas- 
sengers to the first carriage. 

“The depot porter conducts the passenger 
to the hack, bring his hand-baggage and 
sees to his trunks. The traveler has but 
one word to say—the name of the hotel to 
which he wishes to go. 

“The difference between this custom and 
our own was very noticeable, especially 
when. we returned to New York. 

“They do not keep you waiting so long 
in FEuropvean custom houses as they do 
here. We waited twice as long in New 
York as we did in ‘any other place. 

“Here at Union Station not a boy came 
to the train to see about our hand-baggage. 
The train porters ¢ould not leave their 
stations, and we had to carry our own 
things out of the train shed. 

“At New York T had a difficult time 
sending my luggage from the steamship 
station to the railroad depot. Had I been 
unable to speak English I don’t know what 
ws have happened. 

“It would be well-if we would placard our 
Union Station with signs printed in differ- 
ent languages. “It Is much easier to read 
directions in your own tongue than to look 
for an tnterpreter. 


Many Talk 
of Fair. 


“Everywhere we found enthusiasm about 
our World's Fair. We shall have many 


guests at that time and we should make

Members of the Woman's Club of Mount 
Cabanne Christian Church, who have read 
the published addresses of their pastor, 
Rev. Frank S. Tyrrell, on questions relat- 
ing to women, heard his views for them- 
selves Thursday night, when he spoke to 
them on “The Twentileth-@entury Wom- 
an.”’ 


Mr. Tyrrell said: ‘“‘The changes in the 
position of woman have been so great 
during the past 00 years as to amount to 
a revolution. While many have listened 
disdainfully to the indignant cry of woman 
suffragists that they have been subjugated 
and enslaved, there js nevertheless much 
of truth in the alegaiion. But with more 
than three million women in the ranks of 
modern industry, the situation is changed, 
and there are not wanting signs of that 
industrial and économic freedom, without 
which all other forms are delusions. 

“There has been a wonderful awakening 
of woman; it Is but part of a race awaken- 
ing, which all rejoice in, but which ig es- 
pecially gratifying ta woman. 

Work for Woman, 
Married or Single. 

“The twentieth century woman, as a liv- 
ing, moving, breathing person, separate 
and distinct, will serve her day ant genom 
tion even ag her brother serves. hether 
she marries or not, woman will accept her 
commission and render her service. 

“She will write or paint or perform; 
will buy and sell, she will produce; 
will invent; she will guide; she will 
plore; she will judge; she wil preach 
plead; ‘she will uncurtain the heavens and 
tell the secrets of the stars; she will un- 
cover the earth and make the silent rocks 
eloquent with the story of creation. 

“She will introduce a new element of 
grace and tenderness and beauty into the 
fields of science, the marts cof trade, the 
courts of religion and the halls of govern- 
ment.
